With just over half of the competition completed, Parramatta Power is now poised 
to make its run toward the finals in our inaugural season in the NSL. 


{t has not been uncommon to read the weekend review of matches this season 
with the scribes "waxing lyrical’ about the quality of games to date. Surprise 
results are commonplace and the middle of the table is more congested than 
previous years, which makes for a fascinating second half of the competition. 


Having been accepted into the NSL at such a late stage, preparation for the 
1999/2000 season was limited. The players were also asked to adjust to full time 
life as soccer players, and for some this has been difficult. The benefits of being 
full time will now start to be realised - the fact that injuries can be treated 
immediately, individual performances and opposition club form can be scrutinised 
more readily and teammates also have the best opportunity to learn each other's play, and a whole range 
of other positive factors will keep evolving in the coming months. 

The expectations on players, coaches and administrators at the Power from the media and the soccer 
public have been high, and we don’t intend to let anyone down. We fully believe that the Power is “lifting 
the bar" in terms of our professional approach to the NSL. 
Next years revamped 12 team competition should see a stronger, more competitive NSL, a competition 
which is sure to rival the other major football codes in this country. In order to achieve this goal, it will be 
necessary for the league and the Clubs to extensively promote what is genuinely a very good product. At 
present, few people realise how skilful and absorbing the contents can be. 
The emphasis at Soccer Australia has very much been on the National teams (rightly or wrongly) and it 
appears to be the right time for the head body to relinquish the responsibility of administering the domestic 
competition to a separate Board affiliated to S.A., whose sole focus is the efficient and effective running of 
the NSL, inclusive of a budget for advertising and promotion which will launch the competition into an 
exciting new phase. AFL, Rugby League and Rugby Union have all achieved great success by creatively 
exposing their product to a sports-mad" Australian public. Soccer has had the potential for many years, but 
we can never hope to capture the hearts and minds of Australians on potential alone. Thankfully, the 
Soccer Australia Commissioners are heading in the right direction by seriously working toward the 
aforementioned initiatives. 


Parramatta Power is in good shape to meet the challenges of the criteria for inclusion into the relaunched 
eague, and we will continue to provide you, the fans, with updates on our progress through our home 
match program, "Power Play’, and our members’ newsletter, "Power Surge’. 


na relative short period of time, Parramatta Power has struck a chord with families whose desire it is to 
be entertained by good football at a comfortable, affordable venue. Whilst there are several issues which 
we are currently addressing to ensure that the feedback we are receiving achieves our common goals, we 
ave been delighted with the positive response by season ticket holders, members and the broader soccer 
fans.

Head Coach, David Mitchell and his coaching staff are cognisant of the difficult task facing us in year one,

Injured in the lead up to the third match of the four 
nation tournament, which featured the Olyroos, Stephen was unable to 
recover in time and was forced to watch from the sidelines. He was hoping to be ready for the 
Australia Day match, also against Gippsland down at Falcons Stadium. Fingers crossed that he was 
and that he primed for a big clash with Spirit tonight. 


Speaking of Stephen, he has only just got here and 
as quick as flash he is away again. Socceroo coach 
Frank Farina has chosen Stephen for the upcoming 
tour to Chile, ruling him out for at least two and 
possibly three games. While it is unfortunate for the 
Club, it will be a tremendous experience for the 
young lad, who is fast establishing himself as one of 
the best central defenders in the country. 


Mile Sterjovski celebrated his 50th NSL game in the 
recent clash with Sydney Olympic. The young striker, 
who was the NSL Under 21 Player of the Year last 
season, has enjoyed enormous success in his short 
career so far and is hoping to enjoy even more, by 
helping Parramatta back into finals contention and 
winning a place in Australia’s Olympic team. 
Although, his form in front of goals, is not where he 
would like it to be so far this season, his overall strike 
rate of a goal every two games, is what most other 
strikers can only dream about. His goal against 
Gippsland last weekend, is exactly why he is one of the most feared strikers in the league. 


Parramatta’s next home game against Adelaide Force (February 12) is part of a Footy Fever 
Weekend. On the Friday night before Power's game, the Parramatta Eels Rugby League team play 
Brisbane Broncos at Parramatta Stadium.

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Stephen Laybutt, was one of David Mitchell's big name signing’s at the start of the 
season. Steve had just made his debut for Socceroos and is considered a certainty 
for ithe Australian Olympic = team at Sydney 2000. 
Having spent the first half of the season in Japan, Steve is finally back to play for 
Parramatta Power, albeit for just a short time. 

PowerPlay’s David Cooper caught up with Steve, just before the game against Gippsland. 


Steve, welcome back to Australia! 
Thank you, it's good to be back. 
You must be disappointed that injury forced you out of your first game for Parramatta? 


Very disappointed. | was feeling good going into the Olyroos matches and played in the first two matches. But! picked 
up a knock before the third game, and | was unable to recover in time for the Gippsland match. | was looking forward 
to playing but that’s the way it goes unfortunately. ; 


What was the injury you sustained? 


| strained the medial ligament in my knee. It has responded quite well to treatment, and I'm quite hopeful I'll be ready 
for the return game in Gippsland, but if not, tonight's match. | 


How did you come to sign with Parramatta? 


| was looking to leave Brisbane, and | was speaking to several clubs at the start of the 
season, including Parramatta. | spoke to Mitch and | knew straight away that Parramatta 
were going to be a very professional setup. David was also willing to let me go to Japan 
on loan. | also talked to Mile (Sterjovski) and Jacob (Burns) while we were away with the 
Olyroo team, and they also told me about the Club and its professionalism. | was basically 
sold on that. 


You mentioned going on loan to Japan, How did that come about? 


| was in Japan with the Olyroos, and when | got back to Australia, Bellmare Hiratsuka had 
sent an offer for me to play out the rest of the season in Japan with them, It was an offer 
| couldn't refuse and a good experience. Bellmare aren't a big club, and | think we 
finished near the bottom of the table. 


How would describe Japanese football? 


The games are played ata faster pace than in Australia. The Japanese players tend to be 
smaller and quicker, and are a little bit harder to mark. It is definitely not as physical, as 
in Australia. | played in every game while | was there and did pretty well. It was a very enjoyable experience. 

There was supposedly a bit of interest from some other Japanese clubs for you to go there permanently. Would have 
liked to stay? : 

Several clubs approached me and | accepted terms but it all obviously depended on Parramatta. But the two clubs 
couldn't reach an agreement, so | was back to Australia. It was probably better for me here anyway, what with Olyroo, 
and now Socceroo commitments coming up, it easier for me to be here in Australia. 


Speaking of the Socceroos, you have been selected to go on the tour of Chile. You must he looking forward to that? 


It should be good. We will play some very good sides and to travel away on a tour is always exciting and a good 
experience. | played in several of the games against Manchester United and Brazil, which was brilliant. You can’t get 
bigger opposition than those two teams, so it was a big learning experience for me. 


What are your impressions of Parramatta Power so far? 


Very good. The setup is fantastic, very professional. | have only been here for a short while, but | have settled in pretty 
well and the boys had made me feel very welcome. | just hope | can do my bit, to help Parramatta get to the finals. 


What goals have you set for yourself, in regards to your soccer career? 


Short term goal, is to obviously consolidate my place in the Olyroo squad, and also help Parramatta when | can, get a 
spot in the finals. Long term goal, is to secure a contract overseas in Europe and continue playing for the Socceroos. 
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The first meeting of Sydney's two newest clubs, and a vitally important 
clash as well. 


With both clubs a little behind the top six, wins are essential to stay in 
touch and have a chance of making the finals. 


The Spirit have been up and down so far this season but when you look at their squad, they are ateam 
you can never underestimate. 


With a full round of matches being played after we finalise the programme, we are unsure of how both 
come into tonight's match. 


We talk to Power central defender Joe Vrkic, about tonight's match. 
PowerPlay (PP) - How is confidence after the win against Gippsland? 


Joe Vrkic (JV) - The win was a tremendous boost for our confidence for a number of reasons. After 
playing well and losing to Wollongong and Olympic, the players were down a 
little but confident that we could get the right result against the Falcons. We 
played very well, did not concede a goal, and scored four goals. It was a good 
| all round performance. The main thing we had to do, was make sure we went 
on with it down there, which hopefully we did. 


PP - How was it having Richard Plesa back alongside you in defence, and 
how is your own form? 


JV - Itwas very good. We have played a lot of football together over the years 
and know each others games pretty well. He has been unlucky with injuries 
this year and he was very keen to play and have a good game against 
Gippsland. He played very well and was a steadying influence at the back. He 
returned at the right time and he played a major part in us keeping our first 
clean sheet of the season. It has taken me a while to get going this season, 
but | thought | played quite well against Gippsland. There is a lot of competition for places, especially 
with Steve Laybutt now available, although he will going again shortly. 


PP - The Spirit have also started the season slowly. Have you seen them play this year? 


JV - | have seen them play a couple of times. But you only have to look at their squad to know they 
are a quality side and cannot be taken lightly. They are in a similar position to us and need to win 
games, so this game is very important. They like us, are hoping to get a run of consistent results. They 
have the squad that can do that and I’m sure that Graham Arnold will have them pumped up for this 
game tonight, They will also have plenty of support come along to this game. 


PP - Who are the players to watch out for in the Spirit side? 


JV - The player that is getting all the rave reviews at the moment is Matty Langdon. He is one of the 
few naturally left footed players in the competition and is very dangerous down the flank. He whips 
over a mean cross, so whoever (most likely David Barrett) marks him will have his hands full. Matthew 
Bingley is also playing well at the moment and is very dangerous when moving forward from his 
defensive position. Obviously Robbie Slater is an inspiration, and if he fires, so usually do Spirit.

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MATCH REVIEWS 


. V GIPPSLAND FALCONS 


Parramatta Power 4 (Sterjovski 11, Vrkic 21, 
Ardone 57, Burns 85) bt 


Gippsland Falcons 0 


Whether this game marks a significant turn-around in the fortunes of 
Parramatta Power, only time will tell, but on the evidence presented 
against Gippsland, the signs are promising. : 


The 4-0 win was the Power's biggest win of the season, and for the first 
time a clean sheet was recorded by the Power defence, albeit with a luck 
on their side. 


While the scoreline suggests a comprehensive thrashing, Gippsland, or in 
particular their striker Peter Kakos, could consider themselves a little 
unlucky not to have found the back of the net just once. 


Power coach David Mitchell, while pleased with the performance, was not getting too carried away, believing the big test for 
his side, is the return visit to Gippsland on Australia Day (played after going to print). 


“Collectively as a team we did very well, but in all honesty it was a lot closer than the scoreline suggests,” said Mitchell. “We 
had that sort of luck that hasn't fallen for us all season.” 


However there is no denying that the win will be a big moral boost for the Power players, who after a three-week break, looked 
far keener and far more committed than there Gippsland opponents. 


Like in the previous meeting earlier in the season, Parramatta were off to a bright start, and should have had the lead in the 
5th minute. Walter Ardone, after a surging forward run, put Steve Berry clear into the box, but Berry's shot was well saved by 
Bojo Jevdjevic with his legs. 

Six minutes later, the Power did take the lead, when Mile Sterjovski, having controlled the bouncing the ball some 20 metres 
out, was given space by the Falcons defence. But instead of passing laying off a pass, Sterjovski struck a fiercely hit left foot 
shot from 17 metres, that gave a diving Jevdjevic no chance. 

Parramatta extended their lead ten minutes later, Jacob Burns free kick from wide on the right, beautifully put home by Joe 
Vrkic with a glancing header. 


The Power's new keeper Mike Gibson, in for the injured Andrew Crews, was hardly tested in the first half but was thankful to 
Mark Byrnes for keeping the score intact right on half-time. Byrnes, made a timely goalline headed clearance, after Kakos had 
cleverly lobbed Vrkic and then Gibson. 


Gippsland after the break hit Parramatta with everything they had, with a succession of corners causing a good deal of 
concern for the Power defence. 


However against the run of play, Sterjovski was able to break clear down the right. His square ball was aimed for Joel Griffiths, 
but he mistimed his shot, bouncing perfectly for Ardone on the charge and he made no mistake with a well struck shot. 


The game was effectively over but Gippsland, to their credit kept battling away, and Kakos was left to ponder, when his 
deflected shot, completely wrong-footed Gibson, but hit the outside of the post. 


Griffiths almost had his name on the scoresheet in the 70th minute, when after a corner, his faint header beat Jevdjevic but not 
Robbie Puca on the goalline. 


Jon Angelucci, almost scored three minutes after coming on for Sterjovski, his header forcing a good diving save from 
Jevdjevic. 


Kakos’ completed the frustration for himself and his team, when he should have scored with seven minutes to go, but his free 
header from Mehmed Durakovic’s long ball, sailed over Gibson but once again struck the post. 


Burns compounded the Falcons miserable night, with a well deserved goal, a thunderous strike into the top left hand corner, 
after good work by Lachlan Campbell and Angelucci. 


Another positive for the Power, was the successful return of captain Richard Plesa to the first team, since injuring his 
hamstring against Perth in early November. 


Unfortunately, Stephen Laybutt was unable to make his first team debut, as he was still recovering from a knee injury picked 
up at the recent Olyroo tournament.
